The 
building has 3,040 square feet of 
floor space and a 21,500 volume 
collection, of which almost a 
quarter are children's books. The 
eollection is large enough for the 
needs of the Albany reading pub- 
lic, aceording to the head librar- 
jan. p 





Parks 

There are two city parks, the 
six acre Memorial Park at 1321 
Portland Avenue, and Terrace 
Park, slightly less than one acre,, 
at Terrace Street and Tevlin Dr. 
Memorial Park, larger of the 
two, has tennis courts, a_ ball 
park, and children’s playground 
equipment, Located near Albany 
High School, it has a large open 
ground area and therefore func- 
tions partially as a play space 
for the students. The Chamber 
of Commerce also uses the area 
each year for the Annual Art 
Show and Merchants’ Bazaar 

The preliminary plan proposes 
a five acre park in University 
Village, since both Memorial 
Park and Terrace Park are lo- 
cated east of the railroad tracks, 
not serving residents in the west- 
ern portion of the city, The park 
would be located on University 
property between Buchanan St. 


and Riley Drive, somewhere near 
the University's proposed ‘‘com- 
munity center.’’ The plan alse 
proposes a linear park between 
40 to 75 feet in width and approx- 
imately 300 feet long between So- 
lano and Brighton Ave., utilizing 
part of the Bay Area Rapid Tran- 
sit right-of-way and part of the 
Masonie Avenue right-of-way. 

It also proposes ‘‘tot lots ana 
block parks'’ which are small 
parks, 2,500 to 10,000 square feet, 
serving 300 to 700 families, A 
minimum of four lots are pro- 
posed per neighborhood. The 
consultant proposes that open 
space and recreation require- 
ments be imposed upon the de 
velopment of Albany Hill to in- 
sure high standards of contem- 
porary development 

There is a third park in the 
city, in University Village, of 
about five acres, upon which the 
Community Center is located. 
The city does not own the prop- 
erty but leases it from the Uni- 
versity of California. The build- 
ing has a gymnasium, four meet- 


ing rooms, a game room, two 
kitchens, all of which are open 


for the public use. Recreational
